HOW THE PRESS 
CENSORSHIP WAS 
FIRST STARTED 
London, April 23.- (Correspondence 
of The Annodated PNMt, by Mall) 
On the even in g of the Sunday before 
tho declaration o f war Rrltlsh soldi­ 
ers walked into all <fhe London news 
pa tier offices w h ere there w ere tole 
graph w ires connected with the cable 
stations aud quietly cut off the tole 
graph Instrum ents and 
took 
them 
away. 
Editors 
and 
correspondents 
who hurried to the cable offices to in ­ 
quire what had happened found all the 
offices guarded by sentries with fixed 
bayonets. 
O utsiders w ere forbidden 
to enter, and the men in khaki were 
forbidden to talk. 
Thus unexpectedly 
cam e the beginning of the 
Hritlsh 
press censorship. 
The mobilization of the Naval He- 
serves had started thai afternoon 
All 
tho streets and railways were filled 
with sailors hurrying for their sta ­ 
tions. arrayed in blue uniforms fresh 
from the sh elves, and carrying their 
canvas kit hags, 
This was the first 
(cf of war that Londoners witnessed. 
m d the new s of it was the last un­ 
censored 
ne wa 
of 
war 
preparations 
which the cables transm itted abroad. 
Now, alm ost hr unexpectedly, com es 
the happy bulletin that on the last 
day of April the P ress Bureau pot up 
its shutters ami goes out of business, 
and no more cheering announcem ent 
could greet the new spaper world, un­ 
less possibly that of a drop in the 
price of print paper. 
The experience 
of an official muzzle and inquisition 
upon the press has been a novel one 
for tile British papers and public, and 
no other people except those of tho 
United Htates could have suffered it 
more unwillingly. 
Most other Euro­ 
pean countries have known press c e n ­ 
sorships in tim es of war and poa<e, 
and som e have had secret censorship* 
which the public knew nothing of.

S e n a to r H iram J o h n s o n ’s latest announced position 
of opposition to the league of nations pact is a decidedly 
unique one. 
Tile peculiar n a tu re of the objection which 
he urges, however, w ould not he the cause of so m uch u n ­ 
c o m p lim e n ta ry discussion if it was not that the spectacular 
C alifornian becomes s<> bitter in his denunciation ot the 
m en w h o fram ed the treaty because thee did not recognize 
the correctness of the revolutionary provisions which he 
u rges should be in corporated in it. 
The sen ato r from California urges that the peace 
league pact should provide that this nation could not enter 
a w ar until au th o rity for so doing was gran te d b\ a vote 
of the people. 
It is quite reasonable to believe that a decid­ 
ed m a jo rity of the A m eric an people would not agree w ith 
S e n a to r Jo h n so n on the wisdom of such a c h a n g e in our 
basic law. 
But w hen he violently denounces the m en w ho 
fram ed the trea ty of peace for not in c o rp o ra tin g such pro 
visions in the docum ent and deduces, from that omission 
that the m en are not patriotic and are servants of a privi­ 
leged class, e n d e a v o rin g to lodge the pow er to declare' w ar 
iii the privileged few alone, A m ericans th in k S e n a to r J o h n ­ 
son goes entirely to o far. 
W i t h just as much reason lie m ight charge the fra m ­ 
ers of the constitution, w h o lodged in congress tin* power 
to declare war, w ith h av in g been servants of the privileged 
classes. 
F o r nearly a century and a half the pow er to declare 
w ar and conclude peace has rem ained w here our fo re fa th ­ 
ers lodged it w hen th e y framed the constitution. 
P e r h a p s the tim e has come to c h a n g e those provisions 
of the constitution, hut certainly the men v im fram ed the 
peace tre a ty at Paris are not to he cen "tired and abused he 
cause th e y did not provide a m e th o d of proceeding 
of 
which the constitution would not permit. 
T h e o u tburst of the sensational 
senator 
from 
the 
Golden S tate is on a par with m a n y other objections and 
d en unciations that have been staged in the Senate during 
the last six m onths.
